The Canada-Wide Creamery Butter Contest, 

will be held under the auspices of the Alberta 
Dairymen’s Association. The exhibit con¬ 
sists of one 14-lb. box of butter, solid pack, 
shipped not later than the tenth day of 
December, 1924, and one 14-lb. box of but¬ 
ter, solid pack, shipped not later than the 
tenth day of January, 1925. 

Prizes 

The sum of $300.00 in cash will be awarded 
to the exhibitors in this class as follows: 
FIRST PRIZE on all exhibits scoring 42 
points and over for flavour and a total of not 
less than 96.5 points. 
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SECOND PRIZE on all exhibits scoring 41.5 
to 41.9 points for flavour and a total of not 
less than 96 points. 

THIRD PRIZE on all exhibits scoring 41.0 
to 41,4 points for flavour and otherwise 
reaching the “Special” grade standard. 

PROVIDED, that after taking into consid¬ 
eration the general conditions surrounding 
the manufacture of the exhibits in either of 
the classes, the Executive Committee may, 
upon the written recommendation of the 
Judge or Judges of the butter, authorize a 
uniform reduction of up to one point in the 
minimum scores ordinarily required to qual¬ 
ify for standing and prizes in each group.
